Cohen, Rossi clash over sewer issue

AGAWAM — The Southwest Area Sewer 
Extension Project Phase JI hit a temporary 
roadblock last month when Mayor Richard 
A. Cohen declined to sponsor a resolution 
for a $10.5 million authorization for bond- 
ing from City Councilor Robert Rossi, the 
chair of the administrative subcommittee.

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However, on Aug. 24, 
Cohen responded to Ros- 
si’s request with a letter in 
which he stated, “At this 
time I strongly believe that 
a significant amount of in- 
formation is needed from your committee 
prior to my sponsorship of this resolution.” 

Cohen provided a bulleted list of his 
concerns, including questions regarding 
mandatory hook-ups; time line and cost to 
complete the entire project and its impact 
on taxpayers; how the cost of the project 
will be paid for by the taxpayers; impact on 
sewer rates for both business and residents 
(i.e. cost analysis); and betterment costs in 
affected areas (see sidebar story).

A — once a thriving farming community

Informed decisions a 
must for town boards 


espite vocal support from members of the 

Agawam Energy Commission, the city 
council on Monday voted down a resolution 
that would have implemented the “Stretch 
Energy Code” — an optional part of the state’s 
building code that would require higher lev- 
els of energy efficiency in new buildings and 
major renovations than is required by the 
base code — and brought the town potentially 
$125,000 in grant funding and we can’t help 
but wonder: what were they thinking? 

Two years ago, the stretch code came be- 
fore the city council and it was voted down. 
Had the town adopted it then, it would 
have received about $225,000 for its pro- 
posed projects and realized about $50,000 
in energy savings, energy commission vice 
chair Jill Messick told us this summer. That 
stretch code became part of the state build- 
ing code on July 1, which means builders 
are actually required to adhere to its stan- 
dards now and Agawam has again lost out 
on a substantial amount of grant funding. 
This time around, we hoped the council would 
look at the 103 other Massachusetts commu- 
nities who have implemented the stretch code 
— to little reported detriment to local builders 
and homeowners — and follow suit, or at the 
very least consider the potential benefits of 
adopting the stretch code, which will become 
part of the base code in another two years. 

Alas, our hopes were dashed. 

During council discussion on the matter, 
at least one councilor presented misinforma- 
tion on the subject, saying the grant money 
that the towns receive is obtained from fines 
assessed to large corporations that are not 
meeting energy requirements, which council 
President Christopher Johnson said is not cor- 
rect. In fact, the money comes from a cap and 
trade auction on carbon emissions for those 
companies that achieve lower-than-required 
emissions, he said. 

That is but one sticking point the council 
had with the proposal. 

We will admit that the stretch code language 
is convoluted (to say the least), but isn’t it the 
responsibility of the city councilors to have 
their facts straight prior to discussing the is- 
sue or — and perhaps this is most important 
— listen to the thoughts and ideas of not only 
their fellow councilors but the members of 
the public who attend their meetings to voice 
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Area residents know that the Big E is a popu- 
lar destination for more than a million people ev- 
ery year. But I’ve found that local folk are pretty 
evenly divided between those enthusiasts who 
look forward to attending year 
after year, and those who are 
satisfied with a visit to the Big 
E every five years or so (or lon- 


Where do you fall on the 
spectrum? I fall into that lat- 
ter category, and found myself 
visiting the Big E this year af- 
ter an absence of about five 
years. It’s always interesting to 
see what’s stayed the same, but 
also what’s changed. You can 
always count on seeing such 
things as the world’s largest pig, 
a giant horse, milking demos, 
4-H exhibits, livestock displays, 
the Mardi Gras parade, the state 
buildings, the Midway and the 
Better Living Center. 

But even in some of those 
old standby venues, it’s always 
kind of fun to see or try some- 
thing new. Like chocolate cov- 
ered bacon. Or Alligator burgers. Or innovative 
new products. Or a top-name entertainer. In fact, 
there’s always something that catches someone’s 
attention in a new and different way, even when 
it may be in an old and familiar setting. So, The 


their concerns on these matters? 

We sympathize with the members of the 
town’s energy commission who worked to 
provide the council with the information nec- 
essary to make an informed decision and we 
hope this doesn’t impede their plans to gain 
“green community” status for the town. 

As for the council, we’re not saying it was 
wrong in failing to pass the stretch code, but 
given that incorrect information was pre- 
sented by the entity voting on the matter, we 
do have to concede that its decision may not 
necessarily have been the right one. 

Perhaps more energy is needed in research- 
ing next time.

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sewer project concerns

Agawam City Councilor Robert Rossi 
hopes communication about Phase II of 
the Southwest Area Sewer Extension 
Project will flow freely at a meeting with 
Mayor Richard Cohen, tentatively sched- 
uled for Friday, Oct. 5. 

Rossi, chair of the council’s administra- 
tive subcommittee, and Cohen have been 
going back and forth about the projected 
cost of the project since Aug. 1 when he 
sent a letter on behalf of the administra- 
tive subcommittee requesting that a reso- 
lution be drawn up for the authorization 
for an appropriation and loan order for 
Phase II. 

In response to Rossi’s correspondence, 
Cohen wrote a letter — dated Aug. 24 — out- 
lining his concerns, including: questions 
about mandatory hookups; a timeline and 
cost to complete the project and its impact 
on taxpayers; how the cost will be paid for 
by the taxpayers; a cost analysis of the im- 
pact to both businesses and residents; and 
betterment costs in affected areas. 

Rossi responded to the mayor in a 
memo dated Sept. 4, in which he ad- 
dressed those concerns. 

According to Rossi, the town currently 
has no mandatory hook-ups. 

“To my knowledge there is none and 
has never been any,” he said. 

Connection to the sewer system is paid 
by the property owner to the town at the 
time that the laterals are brought to the 
property line by the Department of Pub- 
lic Works. Revenues from the connection 
go directly into Sewer Retained Earnings 
Account for care and maintenance of the 
system. 

He said little about the timeline to com- 
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Councilor addresses 


plete the entire project, stating only that, 
“There would be no way to predict the 
timeline for the entire project given all 
the outside influences. My best guess for 
Phase II would be between one year and 
one and a half years.” 

The cost of the project would not be 
paid by the taxpayers, Rossi said. 

“The cost of construction will be paid 
for by the affected property owners in 
each phase through the assessed better- 
ments,” he said. Taxpayers outside any 
of the phases will not be affected by the 
construction costs, although the sewer 
rate will go up. “The larger the system, 
the more the rate will rise; however, the 
larger the system the more people will be 
paying into the system.” 

Where Cohen sees a burden to the tax- 
payers, Rossi sees a positive for residents: 
The city would be bringing a much-need- 
ed service to those with distressed septic 
systems, increasing property values and 
“opening up endless opportunities for new 
growth and development by expanding 
our tax base and insuring our economic 
future,” Rossi wrote in his Sept. 4 memo. 
The sewer project also promotes public 
health, safety and welfare, he said. 

Despite the mayor’s hesitance to move 
forward with the project, Rossi said the 
administrative subcommittee is “in full 
support of continuing this endeavor start- 
ing with the second phase.” The commit- 
tee members hope the mayor would share 
that opinion and sponsor the resolution, 
but if not, the administrative subcommit- 
tee “is willing to sponsor the resolution 
for the loan order appropriations for the 
continuation of Phase II,” said Rossi. 

At presstime, the two were scheduled 
to meet Friday to continue discussions on 
the sewer project.

He said in a telephone interview Monday 
that, in doing the math, “the numbers don’t 
add up. 

“There are a potential 128 hookups in 
Phase II,’ Cohen said. “Even if everyone 
hooked up, it doesn’t add up to almost $11 
million. So when Mr. Rossi tells me that 
the project covers itself and there will be no 
impact on businesses or taxpayers, I don’t 
know how that’s possible when you do the 
arithmetic.” 

But Rossi countered Cohen in a memo 
dated Sept. 4, in which he called Cohen’s 
Aug. 24 letter “perplexing. 

“The questions and concerns as listed in 
your letter could have been easily answered 
by attending any of the committee’s meet- 
ings over the last year or by calling your de- 
partment head, Mr. [Christopher] Golba or 
Tighe & Bond company, both of whom were 
responsible for dealing with those concerns,” 
Rossi said. 

He added that the town does not have a 
mandatory hook-up requirement and that the 
$10.5 million figure is not necessarily the 
whole project cost. 

“Tf the city wants to institute a policy of 
mandatory hook-ups, that would be its pre- 
rogative ...[1t] would have no impact on pay- 
ing down the debt for the construction of 
each phase; betterment projections should 
account for the cost of construction, not the 
hook-ups. 

“The important thing to remember about 
this is it’s a $10.5 million projected figure, 
only authorizing the city to spend up to 
$10.5 million. That doesn’t mean we’re go- 
ing to spend $10 million,” he said.

Again, he pointed to the fact that Phase I 
came in 50 percent under projected totals. 

In addition, the only people that would be 
responsible for paying for the project would 
be those people affected by it. 

“In reality, the taxpayers throughout the 
town are not going to be paying for this sew- 
er system,” Rossi said. “It’s supposed to be 
projected and paid for by the people who use 
the sewer system.” 

The cost of betterments for each person 
is $3,000, plus an additional $3,000 to hook 
up, he said. 

The only increase to the taxpayers of 
Agawam would be the increase in water and 
sewer rates, which Rossi estimated to be 
$.80 per 100 cubic feet. 

Cohen, however, said the rate per 100 
cubic feet is now $3.04, up from $2.40 for 
the first phase, and that does not include the 
abatement costs. 

“By 2014, with rate changes, I’m predict- 
ing it could go up to $3.99,” Cohen said. 

Rossi questioned what alternatives the 
mayor had in mind, but Cohen hasn’t made 
that information public yet. 

“I believe there may be alternatives for 
those in the affected areas that could benefit 
them in a timelier manner without placing 
such a large financial burden on our commu- 
nity and taxpayers,” Cohen wrote in his Aug. 
24 letter to Rossi. On Monday, Cohen said 
he would not discuss the alternatives at this 
time, only stating, “I’ve been in discussions 
with [city council] President [Christopher] 
Johnson, the law department, and the city 
treasurer about alternatives.”

A dream comes true 

Carol Radwanski started coming to the 
Big E as a child. She often dreamed about 
working at the fair. Now she’s living that 
dream. 

Radwanski and her husband Paul sell 
personalized ornaments at Hang Me Ups 
and More, located in the Craft Common 
on the back green of Storrowton Village. 
They took over an existing business at the 
booth four years ago after retiring from 35 
years in education — Carol as an elementary 
teacher in Springfield and Paul as a teacher 
and an administrator in Chicopee. 

“This is a dream come true for me. We 
have a lot of fun during the Big E’s 17 days 
talking to people who stop at our booth,’ 
said Carol Radwanski. “Every year we 
meet new people, but the best part is talk- 
ing to our regular customers who stop in to 
see us. There’s also a special camaraderie 
among the crafters in our little area.” 

The Radwanskis particularly enjoy Aga- 
wam Day each year.

“That’s when we usually meet a lot of 
people we know from town,” said Bob 
Nowacki. “Having a special day for Aga- 
wam is a great way to promote our com- 
munity as a great place to live.” 

“Its just a fun time to come here,” said 
Cis Nowacki as she looked at some fall 
decorations. “It’s a big, happy place.” 

“We love the food, looking at crafts, go- 
ing through the state buildings, and going 
to the circus,” added her husband. “We also 
like to come early on Agawam Day to avoid 
the crowds later in the day.” 

The Nowackis said they enjoy coming to 
the fair several times during its annual run.

She’s been working at the Village’s gift 
shop since retiring six years ago from a 26- 
year career with Hampden Bank. Originally 
from West Springfield, she now calls Aga- 
wam home. 

“There’s always been a little bit of a ri- 
valry between our towns, but there’s also 
a good relationship between Agawam and

West Springfield. The Big E is like the 
bridges linking our two towns — it helps to 
bring people together and helps to build a 
strong connection between our communi- 
ties.” 

The Storrowton Village is one of the most 
serene places at the Big E — but just across 
the Avenue of the States, it’s a whole dif- 
ferent story. Six replicas of New England 
state capitols sit side-by-side, bustling with 
activity day and night. 

Inside the Massachusetts Building, 
George Wheeler is as busy as the bees in- 
side the live observation hive at the Hamp- 
den County Beekeepers Association’s ex- 
hibit. 

A beekeeper for 10 years — about half as 
long as he’s been coming to the fair — he 
spends about four days volunteering to help 
staff his club’s exhibit in the building. He 
also enjoys his time at the fair outside the 
booth. 

“I like eating curly fries, visiting the dif- 
ferent exhibits, and walking around watch- 
ing other people at the fair,’ said Wheeler. 

He said the beekeepers’ exhibit displays 
and sells local honey products as well as 
educates and informs people about bees and 
beekeeping. “I pass out a lot of flyers and I 
talk to a lot of people, especially kids. Be- 
sides selling our honey products, I discuss 
the life and functions of bees when visitors 
ask about our live hive.” 

“I can’t believe I’ve been at the Big E for 
10 years,” said Joanne Attardi — also known 
as “The Nut Lady.” 

For the past decade, she has sold baked 
gourmet almonds, walnuts, pecans, and ca- 
shews from a custom-made booth near the 
Storrowton Village. 

“I had been doing a lot of church ba- 
zaars, along with small fairs and shows, but 
I thought the Big E would be a good thing 
for me to do. I’ve developed quite a follow- 
ing now, with many people who look for me 
here every year,’ she said. 

The Feeding Hills native operates a year- 
round store on Springfield Street in Aga- 
wam. She said it’s “a lot of fun” selling her 
products at the Big E. “I always see people 
I know from town — especially on Agawam 
Day. It’s like a mini-class reunion for me.” 

She used to have to beg to get into shows, 


but the Big E has meant a big boost to her 
business. In fact, fair and show organizers 
are just nuts over her. “My fair business has 
mushroomed since I’ve been at the Big E. 
Now I’m getting invited to places all over 
the Northeast and even from Maryland.” 


A spectacular fair 

In a corner of the New England Center 
building, Virginia McCray knitted a baby 
afghan while several friends from the Aga- 
wam Senior Center Knitting Club knitted 
other articles of clothing. 

They were in the building for Agawam 
Day to demonstrate their knitting skills. 
The building features craft demonstrations 
as well as displays of various creative art 
competitions — from photography to jew- 
elry to knitting. 

“Several of us won first place ribbons for 
our knitting,” said McCray, who took first 
place for knitting a pair of baby socks. The 
spry 88-year-old not only enjoys knitting 
and being with her friends, but also coming 
to The Big E nearly every day. 

“I love it. I buy a season pass every year. 
I come in as often as I can,’ said McCray, 
who usually comes with her daughter and 
son-in-law. “It’s really spectacular this year. 
I really enjoy the circus, but today I’m go- 
ing to go watch the sea lions perform.” 

The New York City native said she has 
been coming to the fair ever since she 
moved to Agawam about 40 years ago. “It’s 
much better than it was years ago — and 
much cleaner, too.” 


Selling food a fun break 

For the past 18 Big Es, Jane Gaffney has 
taken a break from her Six Flags New Eng- 
land job to sell corn dogs and lemonade. 

“I’m here every day, from 8:30 a.m. to 
5 p.m.,” said Gaffney who works at one of 
two Poppie’s concession stands. “It’s fun 
and a change from my regular job.” 

She added that she looks forward to the 
fair every year so she can be reunited with 
her friends at the concession stand as well 
as to see many of her Agawam friends. 

“It’s nice to see all the Agawam people 
at the Big E, especially on Agawam Day.

Agawam and the other towns around West 
Springfield. They all play a part in the suc- 
cess of the fair.”

While it appeared that it might rain on Agawam’s Big E 
parade this year, it held off until the parade finished. 

The gray skies during the day did little to dampen the en- 
thusiasm of the nearly 80,000 people who came to the fair on 
Agawam Day — including the hundreds of Agawam residents 
who lined the sides of the parade route. 

The half-hour parade kicked off on the Avenue of the 
States and made a one-mile loop around the perimeter of the 
175-acre fairground. 

A color guard from American Legion Post 185, followed 
by Cohen, the police and fire chiefs, and city councilors 
— with a motorcycle escort by Agawam police — led the pro- 
cession of nearly 400 people. 

The Agawam segment of the parade was comprised of 
school committee members, department heads, schoolchil- 
dren, youth and sports groups, senior citizens, veterans, and 
several town businesses. 

A parade favorite — and a source of immense community 
pride — is the musical talents of youngsters in the AHS band 
known as the Marching Mohawks. 

“The kids work hard all year long — it’s great to have them 
marching in the parade so everyone can see how well they 
perform,” said Art Groux, co-chair of the AHS Band Parents 
Association. 

“Its so much fun to march with the other kids,’ said 
Groux’s daughter, Monique, a sophomore who plays tenor 
sax in band.

year-old Agawam tradition at the Big E: a chicken dinner at 
the Agawam Lions Club building. Each year, the nearly six 
tons of chickens they barbeque and the close to 11,000 meals 
they serve funds several college scholarships for Agawam 
students. 

While the time-honored sit-down dinner is the best-known 
fare, this year the Lions added a smaller takeout meal for 
families on the go. 

“Instead of sitting for a 20-minute or half hour meal, many 
younger people prefer a quicker meal that they can take with 
them,” said Scott Hotaling. “The takeout seems to be doing 
well — our sales are holding steady or maybe even a little 
better with the record crowds at the fair has been having this 
year.” 

Hotaling has been a Lions Club member for 10 years. 
During the Big E, when he’s not driving an 18-wheeler de- 
livering gasoline for JP Noonan, he’s one of the club’s nearly 
300 volunteers. 

“I do it all ~ from bussing tables to washing dishes to 
working in the pit cooking chickens to husking and cooking 
corn on the cob,” he said. “Our corn sales are great this year, 
too. We’ve been selling 100 to 180 ears a day.” 

Hotaling said the club buys its corn from E. Cecchi’s 
Farms in Feeding Hills. “We like to buy local. It helps out a 
local farmer and a fellow member. Plus, he gives us a great 
price.”

Mental health fundraiser shares 
information, reduces stigma 


The National Alliance on Mental Illness 
of Western Massachusetts (NAMI-WM) is 
gearing up once again for its fall fundraiser, 
the Iris Project.

“He explained that 
he has the disorder but is doing great with 
medication. It was a learning experience for 
my children and also an opportunity for him 
to talk openly without stigma about living 
with mental illness.”

“Live fire training is probably the best 
training we do,” said Nicora. “We spend our 
regular drills practicing with air packs, hoses 
and nozzles and crawling around the station 
or a parking lot somewhere. This puts it all 
together.” 

The building is set up with a door that 
can be forced with hand tools just like the 
door on a house. Once inside, hoses are 
pulled into the fire room. Inside the fire 
room, firefighters can see the fire rolling 
over their heads and just how hot it gets. 
To put their training into practice, the fire- 
fighters work on different fire attacks and 
stream patterns, said Nicora. 

“This situation also allows training we 
can’t do at the fire station, like venting the 
room of smoke and heat.”

During the filming two years ago, Diaz 
had asked Andruss if he would be interested 
in helping with the film. 

“Knowing Frank was a walking encyclo- 
pedia of information when it came to PT 
Boats, we felt it was important to interview 
him for the film,” said Diaz. “He provided us 
with a wealth of information, that otherwise 
we would not have had access to.” 

Though Andruss was unsure any of his 
interviews would make the film, he was con- 
tacted by Diaz last week and invited to at- 
tend the festival along with his wife, Stacia; 
his mother, Marie Andruss; his sisters Lori 
Andruss Vezzola and Debbie Marquiss and 
her Marquiss’s boyfriend, Wayne Jewel. 

“I think it was great that the young kids 
were there to watch this film,’ Andruss said. 
“We are losing our WWII Veterans at an

alarming rate, so it is important that films 
like the one Diaz has produced can tell their 
story.”

Andruss and Wilbur sat down to talk about 
his time spent on PT-495, where he was 
wounded in action. After the film, a rousing 
applause was given to the veteran by all in 
the theatre, which was a touching moment 
for Wilbur. For his part, Andruss said it was 
a great moment in his life to be a part of the 
film, and to see the “hoopla” associated with 
the Boston Film Festival.

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Brownie offense overpowers Cathedral

AGAWAM - The streak has finally ended 
as the Agawam football team picked up a 
huge victory on Saturday night at Central as 
they defeated host Cathedral 46-22.

After three games of Agawam’s offense 
struggling to score points despite 100-plus 
passing yards in each game, the Brownies 
scored early, often and held a strong lead 
throughout the game. 

Cathedral did strike first with a touch- 
down early in the game. But Vecchaire- 
Ili came right back just a few minutes later 
with a score by Nick Antico, who caught an 
8 yard pass from Vecchiarelli. A run failed 
and Agawam still trailed 8-6. 

The Brownies would come back minutes 
later with another touchdown on a 20-yard 
pass to Greg Carleton, who has also been de- 
veloping into a key receiver for the Brown- 
ies. 

Steve Comee then ran for two touchdowns 
in a row in the second quarter to put Aga- 
wam up 27-8. The first run came early in the 
second quarter and Comee ran 3 yards for 
the touchdown.

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How to conduct a test drive 


hen shopping for a new vehicle, 

W some drivers know exactly which 

model of car they want to buy, 

while others are not so sure. Though price 

and features often carry the most weight 

when making a decision, a test drive can 
narrow down the prospects as well. 

It is easy to become awestruck by the 
look of a new car, and even easier to fall 
into the eager hands of a salesperson. It can 
be confusing when comparing the dozens 
of statistics and numbers associated with 
a car -- from price to horsepower to gas 
usage ratios. One of the best ways to judge 
a car is to take it out for a test drive. 

There are many things that a test drive 
can tell you about a car or truck. A test 
drive shouldn’t be a quick jaunt around the 
block. It should include a thorough exami- 
nation of the vehicle, and the drive should 
be long enough for you to get a feel for the 
vehicle. 

It is important to take your time on a test 
drive and not feel rushed. There are also 
many other tips that can help you find the 
right buy. 

e Pick a time when you feel focused. 
Doing a test drive on your lunch hour or 
right before you’re expected at a meeting 
or carpool is not the ideal time to make an 
assessment of the vehicle. You certainly 
may feel rushed and distracted by the other 
tasks you have to accomplish. Rather, pick 
a time when you are well rested and well

fed and able to concentrate on the job at 
hand. 

e Avoid distractions. Sometimes sched- 
ules conflict, and you may have to bring 
other people, including children, along on 
the test drive. However, when possible, 
only include those people who will be driv- 
ing the vehicle in the test drive. This way 
you will be able to focus solely on the car 
and not worry about what the other pas- 
sengers are doing as well. It is also per- 


fectly acceptable to ask the salesperson to 
be quiet during the test drive and reserve 
explaining the features and attributes for 
before or after the drive. This way you can 
focus on the driving experience. 

e Research the vehicle. It helps to go into 
a test drive already knowing the major- 
ity of the specifications on the vehicle and 
what the car or truck is capable of doing. 
This way you'll be able to tell if the sales 
information you are receiving is accurate or 


embellished. 

e Try out different terrains. Most test 
drives consist of a short jaunt to and from 
the dealership. Salespeople also may rec- 
ommend certain routes, but these could be 
tailored to get the best response out of the 
car. But if you’re familiar with the area 
take a test drive on your terms. Try differ- 
ent road surfaces and speeds. Also be sure 
to make turns to gauge the turning radius. 
This can be as simple as making some turns 
in a parking lot. 

。 Change lanes. Take the opportunity to 
change lanes so you can judge the visibility 
of the vehicle. 

e Adjust the seating. This will help you 
determine the comfort level of the vehicle 
and if it will fit your frame. You don’t want 
the car to be uncomfortable to drive. 

。 Test the radio and the climate con- 
trol. See how the car functions, including 
whether it takes a long or short time to 
reach a comfortable temperature. 

。 Have a passenger ride in the back. If 
you won’t be distracted by it, have a friend 
or family member ride along and pay atten- 
tion to the things you might be missing 
while focusing on the road. These may 
include road noise, suspension and the gen- 
eral comfort of the vehicle. 

A test drive is an important component 
of buying a car. It can often make or break 
a sale, so be sure to include it on your 
must-do list. 


Stay abreast of vehicle recall information 


riving a new vehicle off of the sales 
D lot can be exciting. Brand-new vehi- 

cles are supposed to be reliable and 
free from maintenance concerns. However, 
sometimes manufacturers recall a vehicle, 
forcing drivers to visit the auto body shop 
sooner than they had hoped. 

According to the Auto Insurance 
Organization, 390 million vehicles have 
been recalled since the National Traffic and 
Motor Vehicle Safety Act became law in 
1966. Vehicles are recalled for a variety of 
reasons, including poorly performing tires, 


faulty pieces of motor vehicle equipment 
and unsafe child safety seats. From 2009 
to 2010, Toyota alone recalled 8.5 million 
cars, the single largest recall in history. 

It can be disconcerting to learn that your 
vehicle is being recalled. The uneasiness 
of driving a potentially dangerous vehicle 
coupled with the prospect of being without 
a car can be daunting. 

Vehicle manufacturers must notify 
consumers that a recall is in place. But 
sometimes a vehicle owner may not be 
aware that there is a recall. In the event of 


large recalls, like the recent ones involv- 
ing Toyota and Bridgestone Tires, the story 
makes the national news. But there are 
other ways drivers can stay current on recall 
information to ensure their personal safety. 
The National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration, an arm of the U.S. 
Department of Transportation, is a source 
of information on vehicle recalls. Their 
database dates back to 1966. The NHTSA 
provides information on equipment recalls, 
entire vehicle recalls, child safety seat 
recalls, and tire recalls. There also is infor- 


mation on school bus recalls. 

Individuals can visit www.Recalls. 
gov and select the categories they want 
to check. To check recalls on a particular 
motor vehicle, select that category, enter 
the make and model as well as the year, 
and the information about any recalls will 
appear. 

Recall information can help save lives 
and prevent injuries. It is important to be 
aware of recalls to ensure the vehicle you’re 
driving is as safe as possible.
